The Clnrkson Rumors. 


The reports of Mr Clarkson's resigna- 


tion as Assistant Postmaster General hove 
been renewed, and in some quarters it is 
asserted positively that the document has 
been written and handed to the Postmaster 
General, to take effect June 1st. This ia 
readilv believed because Mr. Clurfcsoii's 
desire to leave his office is well understood, 
bnt it is not true. He bas not written his 
resignation, and will not hand it in for 
soma time. His situation and sentiments 
are well understood both by the President 
and Postmaster General Wanamaker. Mr. 
Clarkson does not like tbe office he holds. 
He feels that the honors he is eojojing do 
not compensate him for the wear and tear 
of mind and body. He won'd like to leave 
the department by June 1st, but it ia 
hardly probable that he will do so, because 
the President is cot now prepared to select 
his successor and there is certain work to 
bo done that be desires to complete; in 
other words, be is ambitious to fill the 
fourth class offices of the country with 
Kspnblicans, so far as possible, in order to 
strengthen the organization of thnt parly 
before he turns over bis portfolio to some- 
one else. 


Lord of the Legislators. 


Tho tormeis have the call in this Con- 


gress. In the last House of Ecpresenta- 
tives it waa the Knights of Labor and it 
was expected that the Grand Army of the 
Bapnblic would control legislation in this, 
but the horny handed agriculturists appear 
to be the men whose vote 13 sought with 
the greategt energy, and as Senator Vance, 
of North Carolina, said in a speech the 
other day, e?ery member of the Senate ap- 
peared to be trying to mouut the highest 
pedestal and stand as tho farmers' friend. 
The Farmers' Allmnso appears to be as 
formidable in tho Southern States as in lUo 
West, and the Southern Senators and mem- 
bers appear to have forgotten all about the 
poor moonshiner of tbe mountains for 
whose benefit in the last Congress they 
were trying to secure a removal of the tax 
on fruit brandies, whisky in small stills for 
local consumption and a repeal of the in- 
tcrtml revsnne regulations, but the farmer 
is li i nag his own way. 


Representatives Will Get Their Pay. 


A decision vras nrmonncod by the Court 


of Claims Monday morning >n tbo claim of 
Representative Cram against the United 
States for salary as a member of Congress 
for the month of November, 1889, which 
he failed to receive, owing to ihe defalca- 
tion of Cashier Silcott last Fall, 
The 


Court sustained tho petition and awarded 
'judgment in the sum of $360, Acting on 
this decision the House of Representatives 
Wliljprobably make an appropriation suffi- 
cient to cover the total amount of defalca- 
tion, at least $70,000, in order to save 
useless expense in the institution of other 
suits for the same end. Judge Davis read 
tbe decision, which was a masterly revisw 
of the la\7 and the castom in the premises, 
occupying fully three-quarters of an hour 
in the delivery. The seuta in the court 
room were all taken, Representatives Payn- 
tor and Payson being present to hear the 
judgment. 


It is reported that the Republican mem- 


bers of tho House Committee oa Coinage 
will not act on the united silver bill as re- 
ported. "While the bill was osraecl to by 
the majority it was understood that all the 
membe/3 should be left free to do as they 
see fit ia the House. Tho hill is not what 
the silver men desired, bnt it is biped even 
now that the bill will fco greatly improved. 
It is hoped to yet in a provision in the 
House that oould uot be secured in the 
committee.

To get a picture of Delphi as it was In tho 


best days of Greece, after the building of the 
great' temple by the Alcaamondoe, read the 
tenth book of Pausanias. '. Ho tells us of four 
•temples ta»a row'at ,the entrance to Delphi. 
He then 'describes what was to be found 
within-tho sacred precincts of Apolloi-' A 
statue of 'Phyallus of Cr'oton, a bull in brass 
by'Theopropus tho .iEgmeian, votive offer1 
ing and marble statues from Togea and La- 
cedremonis, a brazen horse by Antiphanes of 
Argos, the chariot of Amphiorans, theihorses; 
of the Torentines in brass, the statues of the 
Epigoni, the treasury of the Sicyonians, stat- 
ues of Leto, and Apollo, and Artemis shoot- 
ing at Tityus; trensnries.of Athenians, The- 
bans and Syracusaas, hung with the spoils of 
. war and adorned with statues; a portico built 
by. the Athenians with money which they got 
in .war from the Peloponceslans; a brazen 
head of the Paconion bison, a bronze dragon 
' offered by the Greeks In common after the 
battlo of Platffia, statues of foot soldiers and 
cavalry by Onatas, the votive axes of Peri- 


• clytus, a brouze wolf, a gilt statue of .Phryne 
by Praxiteles (offered by horself), statues of 
cavalry leaders seated on horseback, a brazen 
ox from Euboea, a statue of Sardua, a hora; 
offered by Callias the Athenian, a "bronze 
statue of Homer on a pillar, the tomb ol 
Achilles' son, tho Lescho or public hall, with 
an enormous number of painted figures of 
Folygnotus and statues innumerable of Athe- 
na and Apollo. The great temple of Apollo 
wa» adorned, as to its eastern architrave 
•with gilded shields from the battle of Mara- 
thon. On the pediments were statues of the 
gods and of the setting sun, of 'Hercules 
slaying the Lornaean hydra, Bellerophon am 
the Chimasra, Dionysius and a giant, etc.

The salutation came 
to the newsgatherer as he was on his daily 
perambulations' about, the city, and was 
traced to a .handsome blue-black bird ia a 
cage hanging under the shade of a flg tree 
at the residence of Dr. Gildea, on Sixteenth 
street, near H. As the reporter approached 
nearer ha was received with more laughter 
and inquiries an to whether he came to see 
the "mino," if his health was goofl/etc. A 
few inquiries directed to a pleasant faced 
lady near by elicited tha information that 
the bird was the sacred mino of Siam, whicl> 
as a nestling had been "smuggled from tho 
temple where it was bred by a roving sea 
captain, and sold to Dr. Gildea, at Honolulu, 
some eight years ago. 


Minnie, as she is called, is about half the 


size of a crow and nearly as black. In tho 
sunlight the feathers take a blue and green 
tinge, and there is a spot of whito upon each 
wing and a necklace of bright yellow about 
the throat. 
The bill, which is large and 


strong, tapers to a point, and is orango hued 
near the head and lemon colored at the tip. 
The prominent eyes aro dark and bright, tho 
feet and legs lemon colored. The bird is 
valued at 8250, but specimens have been 
known to bring $1,000 In the United States, 
whore but few of them have.ever been 
brought The species is carefully guarded 
in Siarc, arid as nono are over sold they can 
only be obtained surreptitiously.

Exorcising.tho Devil In India. 


A strange case of superstition was recently 


Investigated before tha coroner of Bombay. 
A Hindoo mill hand, named Eamji Daji, 
had for some time been'Bufforing:from swoll- 
en knee joints and pains In various parts of 
tha body. Ho went to the mill to get some 
wages duo to him, and on his 'return was 
taken ill on the road. He was brought horns 
on tho back of a friend In an almost uncon- 
scious state, and was placed in a sitting pos- 
ture, being held up by hit father. A man 
named Deo, who was present, suggested that 
ho was possessed of a devil, In order to ejcpel 
which Deo swayed himself about in front ol 
the sick man, seized hold of his hair, and de- 
manded of the devil who he was. Not re- 
ceiving a reply he struik the deceased vio- 
lently with a rattan, when tho latter fell 
back in 'a dying .condition! but before hii 
death another friend took the rattan and 
beat the deceased, both men •• swaying • theu 
bodies to land fro and professing to be pos- 
sessed with the spirit of a god. The flogging 
was intended to drive out the devil. Doji 
died almost immediately without a com- 
plaint. Tha widow narrated all these facts 
to the coroner, and described both floggings 
as'being very violent. The medical evidence 
showed that there were several bruises on 
;he back and an abrasion on tho right hip, 
but that the cause of death wa» hemorrhage 
from rupture of the spleen, which was prob- 
ably not due to the flogging. The jury found 
a verdict accordingly, adding that there was 
no evidence to show how tho spleen became 
ruptured.—London Timesi

The overgreea redwood rises straight ai 


m arrow to a height ot from 200 to 300 feet. 
There ara whole tribes of the coniferco, doz- 
ens of specimens of cypress and oedar, a vnri- 
sty and relationship of the oaks ttiat drives 
ihe botanist wild, ravines filled with tho 
lowering; dogwood, sweep* of glistening 
nnnzanita, spattered patches of the red- 
Denied buckthorn, rifts of the pink petaled 
rhododendron, sanguinary patches where 
stand the Judas tree. In this favored coun- 
Tyalso bloom and bear th» pomegranate, 
3g, olive, almond, apricot, lemon, orange 
and the nectarine. The camelia is a tree, 
:he heliotrope a stout shrub; geraniumi are 
used for scarlet hedges; the calla Illy is a 
weed. And to round ont this riot of luxuri- 
ance—this saturnalia of foliage, fruit and 
lower—nature sowa every spring, in and 
through it all, a crop of wild oats such 01 
was never dreamed of by the original pr&di- 
gal son.—Harper's Magazine.
